‘'The entente cordiale Is re born,” 
said Prem ier Herriot. before leaving 
for Paris. 
“We must continue, how­ 
ever, to work for the peace of Europe 
and to strengthen friendship between 
the peoples of the world. 
Although 
there is certain to be opposition in the 
French parliament against the pro­ 
tocol and the Ruhr agreement, I ara 
certain they will not he defeated.” 
Some features of the Dawes plan 
and the reparations agreem ent reach­ 
ed here are criticized, but for the 
most part public feeling is that of 
relief over settlem ent of a question 
which has kept Europe in perplexity 
for nearly five years. 
It is generally 
agreed that the prospects for real 
European peace are better now than

Versailles 
treaty was signed. 
Ramsay MacDonald, the 
Laborite 
premier, has had so many successes 
since he assumed office that Torry 
and Liberal new spapers appeared to 
congratulate him w ith some reluct-, 
ahce. 
Prem ier MacDonald has sent let­ 
ters to Prem ier Herriot of Fiance 
and Prem ier Theunis of Belgian urg 
ing that they evacuate the Ruhr in 
less time than the conference stipu­ 
lated.

About a thousand American fair 
tories have adopted one form or an 
other of employee representation. The 
minutes of the boards and commit­ 
tees of these factories on which em­ 
ployees have representatives give us 
our first chance to pull 
industrial 
democracy down out of the cloudland 
of theory intl* the field of deportable 
fact. 
James Meyers, who has observed at 
first hand the development of indus­ 
trial democracy, examines the minutes 
of a number of factories in his ar­ 
ticle, “Democracy in American Fac­ 
tories," in the Century Magazine. Ile 
says this article "is designated to fur­ 
nish a brief close-up of some of the 
actual activities of workers’ councils, 
throwing into high relief a few of the 
practical principles and methods which 
make for success or failure In this 
pioneer development toward the new 
day of democracy in industry. 
“A good illustration,’* he writes, “of 
the Sound sens# and business judgment 
exercised by a straight workers* com­ 
mittee in charge of the management of 
company houses is supplied by the 
minutes of a housing committee, one 
of the subcommittees of a workman a 
board. 


“These workers exhibit no disposi­ 
tion to throw away company money. 
Profit-sharing is a part of the plan 
in this mill and forms a -strong in­ 
centive to economy. Careful, but just, 
they have, in fact, managed the prop­ 
erty intrusted to them conservatively, 
restricting decorations, making tenants 
meet the company halfway, standard­ 
izing rents, removing favoritism. The 
president of this company, after three 
years’ experience In the matter, made 
the following public statement in re­ 
gard to workmen’s management of 
company housing: 
*' ‘The various functions connected 
with the management of the company 
housing are performed more efficiently 
by the board of operatives than they 
were previously performed by the man­ 
agement, according to our experience, 
owing to the fact that much more time 
and thought Is given to each individual 
question, than the management could 
possibly give to it. There is more sat­ 
isfaction in the village and the prop­ 
erty is managed economically.’ ”

T raining it T oo D elicat i a M atter to be 


R egulated by State. 


The proposed amendment of the con­ 
stitution of tho United States, giving 
congress power to limit, regulate and 
) prohibit the labor of persons under IS 
years of age, has finally passed both 
houses of congress. 
It now goes to 
the states for ratification. 
There is some danger in this pro­ 
posed amendment. 
The rearing and 
care of children is not committed to 
the state, but to the parents, by the 
law of God. 
This work is of too deli­ 
cate a nature to he committed to the 
state and submitted to the defilement 
of politics. 
It .looks strongly 
toward 
socialism. 
No provision was made for 
it in the constitution, and to introduce 
it now, when socialism is .pressing to 
the front by every 
opportunity, 
is a 
very serious m atter. 


Moreover the question or training a 
child to work is too intricate a m atter 
to be 
regulated 
by 
the 
state. 
If 
cruelty or 
Injustice is 
In any 
way 
perpetrated on a child or minor, there 
is and should he a way for his civil 
defense 
But to attem pt to 
m ake a 
civil provision for 
interfering 
with 
parents In the use and training of their 
children is a return to barbarism . 
Tn the case of a m other who is left 
a widow in need, and having several 
hardy boys, say from ten to eighteen 
years old, would it be right, just or 
wise to deprive her of the aid of these 
boys in earning their own living or to 
meddle with her In the m anagem ent 
o t h e r affaire? W here would congress 
get the wisdom to interfere with such 
details? 
W ith congress as it is now, 
there can be but little wisdom In in­ 
terfering with family m anagem ent. 


Moreover the 
training of children 
to industry from their earliest years, 
without oppression, is of the first im­ 
portance to the nation, the family and 
the individual. 
Nothing 
could 
be 
more perilous to the rising generation 
than fo~ them to feel that the state 
protected them from work and that 
Idleness was their right. 
One of the 
greatest blessings of his nation, and 
one of 
tho sources 
of its 
greatest 
power, has been the necessity of its 
youth learning 
to work at 
an early 
period in life. 
It was necessity which 
d e v e in e d Invention .achievement and 
sym pathetic fellowship. Our best men 
have been the sons cf toil anti know 
the necessity for toil. When the whole 
m atter of training youth Is put In the 
coarse hands of congress the resub 
can only be evil.—Philadelphia Presby 
terian.

American Hay Fever association in­ 
choate that the victims of hay fever 
in the United .States are more than 1,- 
OoO.OOO, and that the number is stead­ 
ily increasing, both apparently and ac­ 
tually. 
This is set forth by William 
Soheppegrell, A. M., M. IX, president 
of tile American Hay Fever associa­ 
tion. and chief surgeon of the hay 
fever and asthma clinic, Charity hos­ 
pital, New Orleans, in a paper on the 
subject for the United States public 
health service. 
The apparent increase is attributed 
to the fact that many cases of hay 
fever, especially those occurring out­ 
side of tile most common fall season 
and 
formerly classified us summer 
colds, rhinitis, recurrent catarrh, etc., 
are now more generally recognized as 
hay fever. 
The increase is, also real, 
as the increase in facilities of trans­ 
portation, by means of automobiles 
and trolley cars, has resulted in an in­ 
crease In the development of subur­ 
ban 
settlements, 
practically 
all 
of 
which are more or less directly ex­ 
posed to pollen Infestation. 
In view 
' f the importance of hay fever, as re­ 
gards both the large number affected 
ff&d {he length and severity pf the 
symptoms, Doctor Scheppegreli says 
the treatment of this disease demands 
a most careful consideration. 
Care in Choosing Homes. 
“In the selection of homes hay fever 
subjects should choose localities dis­ 
tant from weed-infested areas,” con­ 
tinues the paper. 
“The pollen of the 
grasses and of the summer hay fever 
weeds generally does not ordinarily 
v.a'.el very far, and a mile is usually 
a safe distance. 
The pollen of the 
r; gv, ads and other fall hay fever 
weeds, however, is very buoyant and 
in windy weather may travel five milos 
<ir more. 
“ I he effects of tree pollens should 
also be borne in mind by persons sub­ 
ject to hay fever. 
In view of the 
large number of persons in the United 
States afflicted with hay fever, the 
subjects of trees and plants from a 
hay fever standpoint should be given 
due consideration by the modern land­ 
scape architect. 
“During their attacks of hay fever 
patients should avoid localities In­ 
fested with weeds generally, and es­ 
pecially with those weeds to the pol­ 
len 
of 
which 
they 
are 
sensitive. 
Should their neighborhood be infested 
with weeds, and an ordinance be in 
force prohibiting such condition, it 
should, In the interest of public health. 
be reported to the board of health. 
"Electric fans should be avoided 
during the hay fever season, as tile 
chilling of the surface of the skin 
tends to react on the mucous mem­ 
brane of the nose, and in this way 
to increase the nasal irritation. 
In 
addition to this. the current of air 
from the fans disturbs the dust, which 
contains its proportion of pollen dur­ 
ing the hay fever season, the inhala­ 
tion of which Increases the discom­ 
fort of the patient. 
“Hay fever subjects are frequently 
surprised that their symptoms are ag­ 
gravated In theaters, where they ex­ 
pected protection from atmospheric 
pollen. 
The reason is that modern 
amusement halls operating in sum­ 
mer are practically all supplied with 
typhoon fans. 
These draw in the pol­ 
len-laden air in enormous quantities 
and 
force 
It 
into 
the 
auditorium, 
where the effect Is quickly felt b> ! 
those sensitive to these pollens. 
Such J 
places of amusement should, there- j 
fore. he avoided by unimmunized hay 1 
fever subjects during the season of 
their attacks. 
Exercise Ie Beneficial. 
“A reasonable amount of exercise 
Is beneficial; but this should be taken 
without Increased exposure to the hay ! 
fever pollen. 
Swimming, especially In 
salt water, is an excellent form of ex- j 
erclse. 
“A cold shower after a warm bath I 
is an excellent means of timing the 
skfn anti stimulating the nervous sys­ 
tem in hay fever cases. 
The regular 
practice of this makes the patient less 
sensitive to changes of temperature j 
and to air currents which tend to In­ 
crease the 
nasal 
Irritation In these I 
eases. 
The 
cold showers should be 
followed by vigorous rubbing and are 
beneficial in all cases except when 
•’ '> patient 
falls to react 
front the 
shover and 
when 
they are contralti t 
dice fed on account of high blood prey- j 
sur»* or other reasons. 
“Before making a change in resl- 
uonce, with h view of obtaining bene­ 
fit 
In hay fever, especially if the 
change Is to be permanent, the patient 
should consult a physician familiar 
with the etiology of bay fever, 
tttls is the case, not only may the re­ 
sult be disappointing, but the condi­ 
tions may even be aggravated, 
“Railroad trips during the hay fever 
reason should, if possible, be avoided 
by hay fever patients, as they usually 
cause severe attacks.”

Renovating Strawberry 
Patch After Harvesting 
Tin* strawberry patch which has 
borne one crop should be renovated 
soon after harvest. 
This is done by 
plowing out the plants on either one 
or both sides of the row, leaving n 
strip only about four Inches wide. The 
soil of the plowed land is thoroughly 
cultivated and, if a spike-toothed har­ 
row is used, cross-cultivation may be 
practiced so that a good bed is made 
for the new runner plants. 
Under 
good soil conditions these will start to 
grow within a short time and will make 
a row of new plants 12 to IG Inches 
wide by early fall. 
The new plants 
are confined to the proper width by 
continuing cultivation until they cease 
to grow. 
Usually it does not pay to renovate 
a commercial strawberry patch that 
has already produced two crops, al­ 
though a home patch, under very f.i- 
vornStle conditions, may be allowed to 
yield three and sometimes four crops, j

The man who puts arsenic in ids 
wife’s tea, or the woman who shoots a 
recalcitrant lover, cannot be regarded 
as a normal Individual. 
According to 
the new 
dictates of science neither

more than he could help breaking out 
into a rash if he had chickenpox. 
“Character, 
mood and conduct are 
largely determined by the performance 
of the endocrine glands,” the gland ad­ 
vocates assert. 
The thyroid gland, es­ 
pecially, Is held responsible for the sort 
of emotional 
instability 
which 
finds 
outlet in romantic homicide 
words, the shooting of sweeties, they 
say. can almost always be explained by 
a defective thyroid. 
The pituitary is 
another gland of the endocrine system 
which plays an important part in the 
conduct of homo sapiens. 
Let lf get 
out of order and a criminal impulse is 
npt to he the result. 


Criminal Victim ~f Glands. 
Among the champions of the gland 
| theory of crime is fir. Charles B. Dav­ 
enport, director of the eugenics record 
office. who declares that society should 


l »t 
hate or 
desire 
vengeance on 
a 
criminal, since he is so clearly the vlc- 
tira of his glands. 
He favors locking 
up the criminal out of hurm’s way, but 
treating the man with pity as the prod­ 
uct of unfortunate chemical reactions 
not under his control. 
On the other hand, the idea that 
emotional Instability is almost always 
due to a defect in the lower brain has 
many learned exponents. 
It has been 
suggested 
by 
such 
widely separated I 
authorities as Lombroso and William 
James, but it has remained for two 
well-known criminologists of Chicago 
to give it practical application. 
They 
are Harry Olson chief justice of the 
I Municipal court of Chicago, and Dr. 
William Hickson, head of the psycho- 
I pathic laboratory attached to the crim­ 
inal division of the Municipal court. 
Experiments covering a period of ten 
veers 
and 
dealing with over 40,000 
cases, 
have 
convinced 
these experts 
that the lower brain holds the key to 
antisocia l behavior.
